THE FRENCH AND RUSSIAN MINIS- 
TERS ON THE SITUATION 
4 IN OHINA. ‘

M. Lemaire, Minister for France to China, and 
Count Cassini, tho. Russian Minister, were inti. 
viewoil at San’ Francisco whils passing throueh 
on their way to tako up thoir appointments. 
Tho following is the interviewar's report :— 

Minister Lemaire talkod fully and ot length 
about it toa Chronicle reporter. The story that, 
the Chinese had bogun the onslaught on the mia- 
siomaries for .the express purpose ‘of bringing 
the Tartar dynasty into conflict with the Powers 
was reviewol,, He touched briefly and tersaly 
on the Ko.Tuo and other secrot societies, 

“T do not nuderstan id ho, " that the Ko. 
Lao sooiety has for its objeot the overturning of 
the Chinese Gorernmont, ‘This'ia the first time,
